SESBANIA EXALTATA (RAF.) CORY IN ESSEX 


COUNTY, MASSACHUSETTS 


While collecting on the 


city dump in Lynn, Massachusetts last fall I found a single 
plant of what I took to be a seedling of some woody legume. 
However the long even-})innate leaves did not fit any si)ecies 
that I could think of. Finally thi'ough the kind assistance 
of Dr. Carroll E. Wood of the A iTiold Arboretum it was run 
down to Srtihnnia e.ralfata (Raf.) Cory, a tall annual native 
to our southeim states and adventive northwai’d. This seems 
to be the first collection of the plant in Massachusetts. The 
chances of its becoming established this far North appear to 
be very poor since the plant showed no suggestion of flowers 
or buds in early Octol)er when a killing fi'ost may occur al¬ 
most any night.
